A. Regarding applicant's remarks on page 4, 4 paragraph: 

Referring to Claim 6, Meltzer discloses "selection of an element in the DTD based on a 
routine called by Java" on col. 23, lines 38-60: elements are retrieved from XML DTD when the 
document is parsed to be translated into JAVA objects and on col. 23, lines 17-60: applications 
that the listeners run may be Java functions to transform incoming document into an appropriate 
format. 

B. Regarding applicant's remarks on page 6, 1^^ paragraph - page 7, 1^^ paragraph: 
Referring to Claims 1, 12, and 23, Meltzer discloses the DTD of XML (col.23, lines 38- 

60) and on col. 23, lines 38-60 and col. 79, lines 54-55: teaches the association between JAVA 
(which can include functions or objects) and the XML DTD from the translation method. 

Day discloses " parsing a source code statement" col. 8, lines 12-45: parsing JAVA file to 
look for package statement; JAVA Doc can be combined (association) into the HTML (XML, 
col. 7, lines 19-20).
